6 as he sat -in a parked automobile 
in front of the "William Sager farm 
home in, which Dorland, his wtfo 
and several others were having a 
liquor party. It was first believed 
Lee shot himself because he had 
lost the affections of Alice Mar- 
tin, a sister of Elizabeth Dorland.

Dorland shot and killed Roy Lee, 
19 years old, during a party near 
here March 6, he s£.id In a signed 
confession taken by Sheriff John A. 

He said he used 
Lee's revolver which his wife had 
taken from Lee earlier in the e%en- 
mg. Mrs. Dorlard committed sui- 
cide by drinking poison during 
Lee's funeral. 
Dorland sand he shot Lee when 
his wife confessed to him she had 
been betrayed by the youth. 
The shooting toolt place in the 
farm yard of William Sager on the 
night of March 6, after Lee,

brother William, Dorland and his 
wife, four other women and a. man 
had gone to the farm for a drink- 
ing party.

At Lee's funeral four days later 
Mrs. Dorland sank moaning to the 
floor. 
She had swallowed poison 
and died a few minutes after being 
carried out of the church, without

THE REGENTS' REPLY. 


Th« board of regents of the University of Nebras- 


ka has made full and fitting answer, it would seem, 
' to the agitation recently started to inaugurate a state 
campaign for the abolition of military drill at the 
institution. 


Th» position which the regents have taken is dif- 


ficult of attack. 


Morally the board is bound to continue the courses 


of military-instruction which are being given. Through 


' a series^ of agreements with the federal government, 


covering the period from the .early years of the uni- 


- versity until the present day, there has been the tacit 


understanding that military science should be made a 
part of the curriculum. 
Since the world war this 


• obligation on the part of the university has been even 


more evident. The national defense act has the ap- 
proval of the people of this state. The regents have 
correctly interpreted public sentiment when they give 
their endorsement ^> this legislation. America has 
her choice **-+ween maintenance of a. large standing 
' army and the measures of defense contemplated in 
the act of 1916, as amended in 1920, providing a force 


- of citizen soldiers. The former has always been re- 


pugnant to the peace-loving instincts of the people of 
this country. 
The latter has commended itself as 


sane and sound.' 


In an even larger degree, the regents are on firm 


ground when they refer to the benefits derived from 
the military courses given at the university. 
No 


one will question their value to the individual. They 
do Inculcate the desirable traits of self-reliance, self- 
discipline, mental alertness, obedience to duly con- 
stituted authority and reverence for law and order. 
They aid in the development of the physical side of 


• youth. 


• • » 


One paragraph in the regents' statement is particu- 


larly commended to the study and thought of the 
people of this state. "It reads: 


"The board disapproves the attitude-et" certain re- 
. ligious and welfare workers assigned to the university 


who do not seem to realize the gross impropriety of 


', accepting the good will and hospitality of the insti- 


tution and conducting from offices given them by 
the regents a campaign against the traditional poli- 
cies of the institution and against the authority of 
1 the governing bo~rd. 
The regents respectfully sug- 


gest that all churches and societies assigning reli- 
gious and welfare workers to the institution select 
only those who will co-operate with the university 
authorities in maintaining the policies of the school. 
At the same time the regents acknowledge with ap- 
preciation the loyal attitude of a number of the stu- 
dent pastors and of the city ministers deeply inter- 
esled. in student welfare." 


That is not an unreasonable request. 
The regents, authorized by the people of Nebras- 


ka to assume direction and supervision of the affairs 
of the university, are responsible to those from whom 
they derive their authority. The fathers and mothers 
who send their sons and daughters to the university 
look to the reg-cnts to-see these young men and young 
women are properly safeguarded and protected. The 


. taxpayers, who each year contribute hugre sums for 
the development and maintenance of the university, 
repose their confidence and faith In the regents for 
. the proper administration of affairs. 
The board has 


been conspicuously mindful of its heavy responsibili- 
ties and has through a long term of years given an 
inspiring example of self-sacrifice and of devotion 
to trust in an unpaid position, unequalled by any 
group of public officials. 


The meddlesome and pernicious influence of certain 


•u ell-lntentioned but 
-isguided individuals is galling 


and irritating. Primarily their connection with the 
university is one of a 
spiritual capacity. They can 


and do fulfill a valuable mission'* in this particular. 
"\Vhen they forget they have been 
accorded every 


privilege and have been given the fullest co-opera- 
tion, their meddling in affairs which do not concern 
them except as individuals becomes unpardonable. 
They are no longer helpful; 
they are destructive. 


They are takine a mean advantage of their position. 
Surely the regents have a right to expect these peo- 
ple will help and-assist instead of stirring up dis- 
sension and trouble. 


ISN'T THERE SOMEONE IN NEBRASKA? 


A year or two ago, the board of control employed 


a man from the state of Connecticut to fill the place 


' of assistant phvslclan at the Hastings state hospital 


for insane. For some reason, it passed o\er all the 
doctors '.n Nebraska and all the graduates of the medi- 
cal colleges in this state in order to give an outsider 
the preference. 


Recently it developed that in its anxiety to favor 


the newcomer the board had not even troubled Itself 
to see that he obtained a license to practice medicine 
in the state of Nebraska, as the law requires. Fur- 
ther Investigation brought out the fact that several 
years ago his license In Connecticut had been re- 
voked after a showing that he took his medical course 
in a Missouri.school which lacks accredited standing 
and devotes itself to turning out graduates on the 
"hurry-up" plan. 
, 


\Vhen these things came to light and it appeared 


that the law of Nebraska was being violated, the 
board took the mildest action possible by "suspend- 
ing" the unlicensed practitioner. It did not fill the 
position by appointing: someone else. Now the for- 
mer Incumbent claims to have been reinstated in 
' Connecticut. Presumably he would like to have his 


Nebraska job back. lie must, however, satisfy the 


. elate medical examining board and the state welfare 
department here before he can get 
credentials to 


practice In this state. 
TJp to date, he has not been 


able to do this. 


Tlie question suggests itself as i ) why the board 


of control ihould hold the place open lnst:ad of find- 
ing «om« good, qualified Nebraska physician to fill 
it. Surely there is someone within the broad area 
of th« COrnhusker commonwealth capable of per- 
forming an assistant phyniclan't duties at the Hast- 
ings st*t« h««pital. The apparent partiality to a 
non-resident, on the board's part. Is hard to under- 
stand. 


FAVORING THE CRIMINAL. 


A New York Jury, after deliberating? for seven 


hours on a case where a man was 
charged 
with 


bunclary, failed to agree and was discharged. The 
trial Judge, "William F. B.eakJey, was highly Indig- 
nant and severely reprimanded the jurors, saying, 
"In my four years on the county bench I ne\er have 
seen a defendant proved so conclusively guilty." 


Which reminds one of the statement once made by 


one of the most Illustrious judges who ever occupied 
the bench in Lancaster county, to the effect that in 
all his years as a trial judge he had never tried a 
defendant who he was not convinced in his own mind 
was guilty. Notwithstanding this fact, however, it is 
a notorious fact that a very large percentage of those 
placed on trial are accqultted. 


Jurors are apparently to anxious to be fair with 


the accused one that they are actually unfair with 
the public and criminals are turned loose upon the 
flimsiest of excuses. 
This predilection upon the part 


of jurymen is well know t to prosecuting of fleers, who 
often decline to prosecute known offenders because 
the available evidence is insufficient to convince those 
who are to be later called to pass upon it. 


Most of those called as jurors are comparatively 


speaking, inexperienced in 
such work and are of 


course Imposed upon by the, attorneys for the de- 
fense, who, especially in cases- of professional crimi- 
nals, are adroit, resourceful and in some cases un- 
scrupulous. They know how to play upon the pas- 
sions and prejudices of the men in the box and of 
course they do so. The state is handicapped by the 
aw and the defendant has the better of every sit- 
uation. 


The judge understands these matters, and it seems 


an injustice to society that he is allowed in none 
of the state courts to comment upon the evidence 
as he is permitted to do in the federal courts and in 
the courts of England. 
It is because the judges are 


allowed to analyze the evidence for the benefit of 
the jurors that the percentage of convictions in the 
United States courts and those of England is so much 
hlgher,than that in the sta,te courts of this country.

WHERE IT HURTS THE LEAST. 


Mr. Brisbane becomes very indignant over the gift 


tax. 
He recalls Colonel Coolidge died 
practically 


penniless because he had deeded all of his holdings to 
his son. Calvin Coolidge. shortly before the former's 
death. Mr. Brisbane wonders if the government will 
undertake to collect a gift tax and then concludes 
it will not because the holdings of Colonel Coolidge 
were not large. 


'"When will that silly tax be repealed?", he inquires. 
The gift tax was passed as a companion measure 


to the inheritance tax law. "Whenever the American 
people are prepared to renounce the principle of in- 
heritance taxes, it will be wise and sensible to repeal 
the gift tax. Without the latter, the former is un- 
workable and of little value. 
The gift tax was de- 


vised primarily to prevent extremely - althy individ- 
uals from defeating the provisions of the inheritance 
tax, which they would be able to do, if they could 
pass their holdings to their nearest km a few days or 
a few weeks or a few months before death. Under its 
original provisions the gift tax affected only trans- 
fers of riches made within two years of death. Even 
now it has been possible for some of the very wealthy 
men of the country to escape a" large portion of the 
inheritance taxes which would have been due on their 
estates by giving their property to their children be- 
fore that time. 


Mr. Brisbane begs the issue when he suggests that 


it is preposterous to tax a father who has rightfully 
given his property to his children or his wife. No 
one has suggested the father has acted otherwise 
than fully within 
his rights- 
But America's tax 


theory Is based upon the prh.Uple of ability to pay. 
The rich pay more because they are able to pay. The 
poor pa^* less because their haven't the capacity to 
pay as much as the rich man. The inheritance tax, 
it is generally agreed, is less painful and less dis- 
turbing, than any tax ever devised. It would be a fine 
thing if we could do away with all taxes. But we 
can't and we have rather agreed that we will take 
them where it hurts the le: .' 


SPENDING THE PUBLIC'S MONEY. 


The repeated warnings which have come from the 


"White House and from 
the treasury department 


against excessive appropriations by congress should 
bear fruit. 


Unless the legislative branch of government puts 


on the brakes against lavish spending, the administra- 
tion will be confronted with the necessity of increas- 
ing taxes in order to meet deficits which have already 
been makinT their appearance. 
The building and de- 


velopment program of the nation has already been 
drafted by the president. There is not much excuse 
for departing from his estimates although congress 
may feel inclined to differ with Mr. Coolidge and the 
treasury experts on the question of how the money 
shall be spent. In its present form, the building pro- 
gram for the next seven years contemplates improve- 
ments in the larger cities of the east. The needs of 
the smaller but rapidly growing towns, cities and 
rural commities in the Central West, and in other sec- 
tions.of the country, have been practically overlooked. 


Congress has shown a certain contempt for the 


figrures compiled by Secretary Mellon of the treasury 
and not without justification. Mr. Mellon has been 
wrong on practically every compilation which he 
presented-to congress. 
The returns from the March 


15, payment of taxes to another excellent example. 
Mr. Mellon's estimate was $20,000,000 under the mark. 
He started the tax discussion by insisting it would be 
unsafe to go OAer $3,000,000,000 in the reduction pro- 
gram. Then he expressed himself as pleased when 
congress cut taxes ?369,000,000 and a sum consider- 
ably more than this in 1927 when all of the provisions 
of the new tax bill become effective. 


But whether Mr. Mellon has been proved a poor 


statistician or not, congress will be wise in refusing to 
approve lavish expenditures. The deficiency approt 
priations for 1925 aggregated more than $400,000,000, 
or nearly ?100,000,000 in excess of the savings which 
the treasur- department claimed.- If the same pro- 
portion holds true in 1926 and 1927, the treasury will 
be badly in the hole.

Diet««dHealth

DIETETIC TREATMENT OF CHRONIC ARTHRITIS (No. 2.) 
Judging from my mail there arc two great classes of *>ufferers in 


the United States and Canada—those suffering from overweight and 
those suffering: from chronic inflammation of the joints, especially the 
back. 


1 have very often told you that the reduction diet would also cause 


an Improvement In the joint trouble (Those overweight apparently are 
afflicteds more often than others.) And the reports I have received from 
those who have followed my advice and have improved, have been very 
numerous. 


A short time ago, I gave you an article on Chronic Arthritis based 


upon a puper by Dr. R. G. Snyder, of a prominent New York hospital. 
He recommends, as I do, a great reduction in the starche sand sugars- 
Dr. Snyder is also exceedingly keen on ferreting out spots of infection 
'Isewhere In the body and having them done away with. With his treat- 
went he combines diathermy (electric heat) and baking and other forms 
>£ electricity, and in some cases, high colonlc flushings. 


He also believes that active exercises to prevent adhesions from 


ormlng is a very important part of the treatment, and he stretches arid 
fven breaks the old adhesions if there are any. He even believes in some 
exercise to the part, during the acute attacks, which is- contrary to what- 
most physicians believe. 
I recently came across an article written by Dr. A. Almon Fletcher, 


of Toronto (in the Archives of Internal Medicine, July, 1922). In a series 
of cases of 100, in the Toronto Hospital, he demonstrated that dietetic 
treatment alone woudl cause great improvement in these arthritic cases. 
He recommends, however, that any infectious spots be removed before 
dietetic treatment Is started. 
There is no doubt, too, that other treatments with massage, high 


colonic flushings (in some cases), electric heat and hot packs, are great 
helps.In yesterday's paper I gave you the diet Dr. Fletcher put his arth- 
ritic patients on. I'll review it briefly; three glasses of buttermilk (240 
calories if fat free), one-half grapefruit (100 c.), one to two oranges a 
day (100 to 200 c.), for the week. 
Then the gradual addition of such 


foods a sfiesh foods, vegetables, jellies, finally whole grain breads in 
small amounts. 
Patients who were underweight were allowed cod Iver 


oil and cream. The food was increased so as to provide 1500 to 2000 
calories a day in four weeks' time. 
There was a decided improvement in the majority of cases. This 


diet for the week, you'll notice averages but 750 calories daily, making 
It a very good reduction diet, so there was always loss in weight. In the 
overweight patients this was desirable and they were encouraged to re- 
duce still further. It was found, however, that those who were under- 
weight in the beginning, received as much benefit as those who were 
overweight, although they also lost from five to ten pounds. After that 
the loss was followed by a gain to the original weight and even more. 


,Those suffering from arthritis should be under the general super- 


vision of a. physician who is up on the newer knewledge of nutrition. 
Those of you who are underweight or overweight and are suffering from 
arthritis had better also send for our booklet on reducing and gaining. 
That gives a good foundation diet which is also good for arthritis.
